eae foe who had spent days 
digging corners dust deposit- 
ed by the storm of April 24, at 
first glance saw a promise of rain 
in the half light of early morning, 
but spiteful fingers. of brown, 
drifted on sills from window corn- 
ers, showed on second glance that 
spring housecleaning was to be 
done again. 

Desk tops, usually shining at the 
beginning of a new day, left gritty 
smudges on finger tips of inquisi- 
tive searchers for dust and soiled 
shirt-fronts. Owners of automobiles 
parked in the street last night 
found windshields clouded and fen- 
ders lusterless. | 

The sun which shone valiantly 
yesterday, bringing a maximum 
temperature of 91 at 2:15 o’clock, 
rose a pale yellow globe, struggling 
to penetrate the brown haze of a 
cooler morning. 

The dust came in as a southwest 
wind swung to west and _ then 
northwest. At 4:25 o'clock this 
morning. Weather Observer 
Schmidt at Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
reported a four-mile visibility and 
a wind of 11 miles an hour blow- 
ing from the northwest, An hour 
and a half later visibility was re- 
duced to a half-mile and the wind 
was 16 miles an hour. Airplane 
pilots, flying high, were able to 
maintain schedules. 

Drouth in the wheat belt is re- 
sponsible for the dust clouds which 
covered Missouri, parts of Iowa, 


Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. Weather Forecaster 
Nunn saw some chance of local 
thundershowers such as fell at 
points in Missouri last _ night. 
Moderate temperatures and fair 
weather were predicted for tomor- 
row. 

April showers were scanty in Mis- 
souri this year, From April 1 to 
yesterday, the rainfall was 2.93 
inches, only 59 per cent of the nor- 
mal of 4.98 inches. From last June 
to April, Missouri rainfall was 71 
per cent of normal and from Jan- 
uary to April, 65 per cent. 

A comparable deficiency has been 
common throughout the West, some 
farmers complaining, with some ex- 
aggeration, that “we haven’t had 
any rain for three years.” 

The stage of the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers, which drain much 
of the area in which dust storms 
originate, is a natural record of 
recent rainfall A new low reading 
for each month since December 
has been recorded and records 
show stages since 1861. In Decem- 
ber the river descended to 4.6 feet 
below zero. Today it is plus 3 feet 
but still a record low for this time 
of the year.

WICHITA, Kan., May 10.—A de- 
tachment of National Guard cavul- 
ry and infantry dispersed. a crowd 
of about 1000 unemployed demon- 
strators and spectators gathered in 
Payne’s pasture in West Wichita 
this afternoon. 

The cavalry, under command of 
Capt. Joseph McVicar, rode onto 
the large field to the hoots of the 
demonstrators gathered there. 

Derisive cries of “boy scouts,” 
and “school patrol” greeted the 
troops from the assembled, crowd. 

The demonstrators wer listening 
to a speech when the troops arrived. 
Capt. McVicar announced he had 


been ordered by the Governor of 
the State of Kansas. “to disperse 
this gathering.” 

The announcement was disre- 
garded and he ordered the detach- 
ment to charge the grounds. The 
crowd scattered lest it be trampled 
by the horses, but refused to leave. 

A gas attack of well placed tear 
bombs from the infantry succeeded 
and the demonstrators dispersed 
without any further show of resist- 
ance. 

Police arrested 15 or 20 men, sus- 
pected to be leaedrs of the demon- 
strators. 

Second Day of Trouble. 

Yesterday 500 men, protesting 
against wage scales in work re- 
lief here, marched upon several 
projects, forced the workers to lay 
down their tools, and beat and 
stabbed policemen who sought to 
intercept them, 
| The men, representing themselves 
to be unemployed except for relief 
activities, were dispersed after an 
hour’s demonstration. Streams of 
water were poured upon them by 
firemen rushed to the scene. 

Patrolman C. D. Murrell was 
taken to a hospital stabbed in the 
back. Another policeman was beat- 
en into unconsciousness. 

County Attorney Wood said 
James McLean, reputed leader of 
the group, probably would be 
charged with criminal syndicalism,. 

March Fellows Mass Meeting. 

About men voted in a mass 
meeting Tuesday night to strike un- 
less their demands for increased 
working hours.on relief were met. 
The men protested against the 
work schedule of one day a week 
for single men and not more than 
four days for married men. Nearly 
half the workers reported for duty 
yesterday, however, and authorities 
considered the situation had quiet- 
ed.

Judge Will M. Sparks of the 
United States Circuit Court of Au- 
peals said he felt the evidence did 
not entitle Insull to any lowering 
of the bond which Insull’s attorney, 
Floyd E. Thompson, asserted was 
the highest ever demanded of a 
defendant in any United States 
Court. . 

Insull, lounging in a wheel chair 


at the Cook County Jail, was not 
perturbed when Attorney Thompson 
and Insull’s son, Samuel Jr. told 
him of the Judge’s decision. 

“You decide ‘what to do,” Insull 
said to his son. Young Insull and 
the attorney then began a confer- 
ence over raising the necessary 
$200,000. 

Thompson had taken his plea be- 
fore Judge Sparks in a petition for 
a habeas corpus writ. Insull re- 
mained in . the jail hospital, 
where he has rested since Judge 
John P. Barnes Tuesday fixed the 
bond on the charges of using the 
mails fraudulently and violating 
the bankruptcy act. 

Government’s Argument. 

Forest A. Harness, special Assist- 
ant Attorney-General, told Judge 
Sparks the Government would show 
that frauds involving $100,000,000 
were committed in the mail fraud 
case. and that $2,000,000 was in- 
volved in the alleged mishandling of 
assets in anticipation of bank- 
ruptcy. 

“The importance of these sums,” 
Harness said, “entitles the Govern- 
ment to assurance that Insull will 
be on hand for his trials.” 

Judge Sparks concluded the hear- 
ing with the remark: “I do not 
see how anyone could refuse you 
a hearing, but I am going to deny 
your application.” ° 

Thompson had told Judge Spark 
that the former multimillionaire 
was wholly without property or 
funds and that to fix so large a 
bond was tantamount to denying 
him the right of bail. 

Insull’s son and his attorney had 
prepared to supply $100,000 bond 
if necessary, and said today they 
could raise the extra $50,000 the 
State demanded on its indictments 
of embezzlement, but $200,000, they 
insisted, was beyond their power. 

Thompson alluded to the question 
whether Insull was extradited from 
Turkey or was just a deportee, open 
to service of any warrant and civil 
process anyone cared to present, 
¢ “He is in this country,” Thomp- 
son observed, “by some process he 
does not yet understand.” 

Judge Sparks chuckled and said:

MENZHINSKY, CHIEF OF OGPU, 
SOVIET SECRET POLICE, DIES 


Credited With Easing Reign of 
Terror Created by Organiza- 
tion in Early Days.

MOSCOW, May 10.—Vyacheslav 
Rudolph Menzhinsky, chief of the 
Ogpu, Soviet Russia’s secret police, 
died today. He was 60 years old. 

Menzhinsky had been ill for two 
years and virtually inactive, the or- 
ganization being in charge of his 
assistant, Friedrich G. Yagoda, who 
is expected to succeed him. - 

As the successor of Felix Tzer- 
zhinsky, Ogpu founder, Menzhinsky 
is credited with easing the activi- 


ed a virtual reign of terror in the 
early days. 

An Old Bolshevik, Menzhinsky 
fled from Russia in 1907 to escape 
Czarist police, and lived in Europe 
until the revolution of 1917, when 
he returned and was named Consul- 
General in Berlin. He became as- 
sistant chief of the Ogpu in 1923, 
and in 1926 was made head of the 
organization after Dzerzhinsky’s 
death. 

He was a member of the Central 
Committee of the Communist party.

The report covers 272 cities. On 
July 1, 1933, the lowest price to the 
consumer was 13 cents a gallon in 
Fort Scott, Kan., while the ‘highest 
price was 25.5 cents in Spokane, 
Wash, 

During the peak of prices in the 
six-month period, highest prices to 
the consumer ranged from a low 
of 15.4 cents a gallon in Joplin, Mo., 
to 26.5 cents in seven Northwestern 
cities. 

At the end of the period covered 
by the report, prices ranged from a 
low of 18 cents a gallon at Wash- 
ington, D. C., to a high of 25.5 cents 
at Huntsville, Ala. All of these 
figures include taxes. 

The tabulation shows there was 
a net increase during the six-month 
period in 216 cities_a net decrease in 
43 cities and no net change in prices 
in 13 of the 272 cities. The report also

Details of Financial Setup. 

Teich said that when Lyman T. 
Hay, who owned the old Hotel Jef- 
ferson and has a minority interest 
in the common stock of the New 
Jefferson Hotel Co. first ap- 
proached him with a proposal that 
they join forces and enlarge the 
hotel, he agreed to do so, supply- 
ing, with Roessler, $400,000 of new 
capital if local interests would 
raise $600,000. 

That agreement \.‘as made, Teich 
seid, and most of an issue of $600,- 
000 of preferred stock was sold lo- 
cally, to companies from which the 
hotel bought supplies, 
companies, public utilities and oth- 
ers the hotel dealt with. Not all 
of it could be sold, he said, so he 
and Roessler took $100,000 of the 
preferred stock, selling half of it 
to friends in Chicago—“but they’re 
not friehds any more.” 

After the preferred stock was 
sold, Teich said, a first mortgage 
bond. issue of $3,200,000 was ar- 
ranged through the First National 
Co, of St. Louis and the Continen- 
tal-Illinois “Co. of Chicago, which 
sold the bonds to investors. But 
there was need for still more 
money, and the company author- 
ized a second mortgage of $400,000, 
the proceeds to be used to modern- 
ize the older portion of the build- 
ing,.he said. 

The second mortgage notes 
proved unsalable, Teich said, so he 
and Roessler advanced $100,000 
ttaking them as security. Addition- 
al funds were borrowed from the 
First National Ban:: and the Con- 
tinental-Illinois Bank of Chicago, 
Teich said, and on April 1, 1932, 
six months before the first mort- 
gage went into default because of 
non-payment of $130,000 due as 
principal and interest, the hotel 

owed the banks $75,000, as well as 
$100,000 to Teich and Roessler. 

When default occurred, Teich 
said, the bank loans had been en- 
tirely repaid, and the Teich-Roes- 
sler loan reduced to’$80,000. During 
the six months before default, he 
said, business had become progres- 
sively worse, receipts both from the 
hotel business and the rentals of 
stores had fallen, and efforts to 
raise $150,000 among stockholders 
to stave off default had netted only 
promises of about $15,000. 

As the bondholders’ committee 


‘was preparing to foreclose on the 


first mortgage, Teich said, Henry 
T. Ferriss, chairman of the com- 
mittee and executive vice-president 
of the First National Co., proposed 
that the Roessler estate and Mrs. 
Teich, who then held $80,000 of the 
hotel’s notes secured by the second 
mortgage, accept 20 per cent of 
the stock in a new corporation 
which would have title to the hotel 
after foreclosure in settlement of 
that claim. é 
Stockholders Want More. 
Ferriss also proposed, Teich said, 
to allot 10 per cent of the stock 
to him, Carl E. Roessler Jr. and 
Lyman T. Hay, to assure continu- 
ance of the former management 
of the hotel. Teich said he sought 
to obtain something for the pre- 
ferred stockholders, but Ferriss 
told him he could not deal with 
stockholders.

Liquor Ordinance of University 
City Effective Tuesday. 

The new liquor control ordinance 
in' University City will go into ef- 
fect: Tuesday, it was announced by 
Excise Commissioner H. M. Hart. 

Sale by the drink will be re- 
stricted to bona fide hotels and 
. restaurants, according to Hart, who 
says that no establisiments re- 
sembling the old-time saloon will 
be tolerated. Applications for 
}license may be obtained beginning 
Monday, and applicants will be 
allowed seven days in which to fill 
in and return the forms. In the 
interim, they will be permitted to 
operate under provisions of the or- 
dinance without a license. Those 
seeking license to sell by the drink 
must have been established in busi- 
ness for six months prior to 
adoption of the ordinance. 

The fee for sale by drink and 
package is $400 a year. Where 
package good only are sold the 
fee is $250. For wine containing 
not more than 22 per cent alcohol, 
jand 5 per cent beer ,the license is 
$100. The ordinance prohibits sale 
by the drink between midnight and 
6 a, m.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt suggested to the 
American Law Institute today that

The President, in a message to 
the Institute, congratulated it for 
the work ‘along similar lines it has 
done with civil law. 

An appeal to the public to insist 
upon law enforcement was made by 
Chief Justice Hughes in an ad- 
dress to the Institute. 

The Roosevelt Message. 

The President’s message said: 

“In 1923 you undertook a great 
public service; namely, the restate- 
ment of the American common law. 
For 11 years you have been engaged 
upon this important undertaking, 
and your labors have been fruitful 
indeed. 

“With the generous co-operation 
of one of our leading public founda- 
tions, you have performed and are 
performing your task in such man- 
ner as to merit and to secure pub- 
lic and professional confidence. 
The success which has attended 
your efforts has been due in large 
measure to the fact that you have 
succeeded in uhiting, in the con- 
duct of a great public undertak- 
ing in the field of law, the expert 
knowledge of the legal scholar and 
the practical wisdom of the judge 
and practicing attorney. 

“The restatement of the law has 
not yet been completed. You have, 
however, already published the re- 
sults of your work on contracts and 
agency, and I understand that the 
completion of other principal sub- 
rjects of the common law as trusts, 
conflict of laws, torts and property, 
is in sight. 

Suggest Criminal Law Study. 

“I wish, therefore, to take the 
liberty of suggesting that, while you 
continue to carry forward the clar- 
ification and simplification of which 


law, serious consideration should be 
given to the question of whether 
you should not now begin an uyh- 
dertaking of equal importance in 
the field of the substantive ¢fimi- 
nal law. There is an urgent need 
for intelligent, painstaking and pa- 
triotic work in this field. ,There is 
no organization better fitted for 
this great task than the American 
Law Institute. 

“We: all realize, of ‘course, that 
the problems of our criminal law 
and its administration cannot be 
solved by any one agency, much of

Corporative groups" are divided 
into three main classes:

2—The corporation of the indus- 
trial and commercial production 
cycle; 

3—Activities productive of serv- 
ices. 

Under the first heading will he 
grouped those individuals and 
companies engaged in the produc- 
tion of cereals, fruit, vegetables, 
wine, olive oil, sugar beet and beet 
sugar, livestock, fish, lumber and 
wool. 

In the second group will be found 
metallurgical and mechanical busi- 
nesses, chemical industries, leather 
and harness, paper and press, build- 
ing structures, water, gas and elec- 
tric utilities. 

The third group consists of the 
following businesses or callings: In- 
surance, savings and credit, profes- 
sions and arts, sea, air and trans- 
port. 

In the reallotment of the nation’s 
corporative forces the committee 
decided to reduce the number of 
syndicate-confederations from 13 to 
nine. This is to provide for two

Senator Johnson (Rep.), Califor- 
hia, is the author of the legisla- 
ition. Representative Lewis (Dem.), 
Colorado, proposed a substitute to 
liberalize the Johnson bill by al- 
lowing utilities to choose either 
State or Federal courts for the rate

. Bo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
S there has been considerable discus- 
sion recently about the veterans’ 

cause, I would like to say a word as an 

_ ex-service man not belonging t6 the 
American Legion. I feel the way the 
Legion has used its powerful lobby in this 
session of Congress is not consistent with 
what should be the ideals of a great pa- 

. triotic organization. It seems to me that 
its efforts have been centered too much 
on direct financial benefits for veterans, 
with not enough concern for the welfare 
of the country as a whole. Some Legion- 
naires writing in your paper have admit- 
ted this, but offer the excuse that their 
demands are only a drop in the bucket 
comipared to the exorbitant profits of 
the capitalistic class during and since the 
war. 

They say that since they are now in 
such dire need, it is no worse for them to 
raid the Treasury than it was for the 
munition makers and international bank- 
ers. They offer other excuses, their weak 
point being that they seem to feel the 
need of some excuse, But the capitalistic 
class, personified by Mitchell, Mellon and 
Mills, also Wiggin, is the stock apology. 
Their philosophy is every class for itself. 

All of which is a poor argument. Two 
wrongs do not make one right. Let us

OFFERED T0 ITY 


Former G. O. P. National 
Committeeman Proposes 
to Give 868 Acres on 
Wild Horse Creek Road. 


City officials will pass on the 
proposed donation to the city of 
an 868-acre tract of wooded land 
on Wild Horse Creek road, about 
20 miles west of the city limits, 
which Jacob L. Babler, former in- 
surance executive and former Re- 
publican National Committeeman, 
wishes to give as a park in mem- 
ory of his brother, the late Dr. 
Edmund A. Babler. 


Babler and his brother, Henry 
J. Babler, own additional land in 
the vicinity, and Babler said they 
planned to build homes there, also 
to add a tract of 544 acres to the 
original gift of 868 acres, making 
the park tract ultimately 1412 
acres—larger than Forest Park, 
which has 1375 acres. 

He said he had considered a 
plan for giving the tract to the 
State of Missouri, but had aban- 
doned this idea, believing that the 
State would make it a hunting 
preserve, and that because of its 
natural characteristics and its 
nearness to the city, it would be 
best adapted to the uses of an 
outer park. He was advised in 
this matter by Harland Bartholo- 
mew, professional city planner 
and engineer for the St. Louis City 
Plan Commission. 

Favorite Fishing Place. 

The proposed park tract runs 
for more than a mile along Wild 
Horse Creek road, which turns off 
Olive Street road near the town 
of Chesterfield, The tract begins 
some distance west of Gumbo. It 
is a hilly region, with several 
springs, which feed Wild Horse 
Creek. The creek is a favorite 
fishing place, and Babler said sev- 
eral hundred automobile parties 
visited it last Sunday, many of 
them carrying fishing tackle. The 
tract is in view of the Missouri 
River at some points, and is about 
a mile from St. Albans, the tract 
developed by Mrs. Oscar Johnson 
on the Missouri. 

Babler said the “868acre tract 
represented an investment of 
about $70,000 by him, and he esti- 
mates its value at about $100,000. 
He bought 600 acres of the land 
from the Leiweke estate, and 
more than 100 acres from the 
Centaur Lime Co. He estimated 
that the city would need to spend 
$10,000 a year for several years 
in improving and maintaining the 
proposed park, building roads, in- 
stalling lights and clearing under- 
brush. 

Condition Attached to Gift. 

The ohly condition to be at- 
tached to the gift, he said, was 
that the city should agree to main- 
tain the tract as the Dr. Edmund 
A. Babler Memorial Park. Dr. 
Babler, who died about four years 
ago, was chief surgeon of Déa-

man beings and animals gyrate on 
a miniature stage for the amuse- 
ment of mankind are puppeteers, 
even thoufh, technically speaking, 
they operate marionettes | rather 
than puppets. Further, they are 
members in good standing of the 
theatrical profession, and not in- 
frequently alternate between acting 
themselves and having their mar- 
ionettes act for them. 


The difference between puppets 
and marionettes lies in the way 


broadly speaking cover the entire 
field, specifically are those operat- 
ed by hand or sticks, with a some- 
what limited scope of activities. 
Marionettes, however, are operated 
by strings, and can undertake, with 
the co-operation of their guiding 
human spirits, an almost unlimited 
number of gyrations. The Tony 
Sarg production in progress at the 
Municipal Auditorium this week is 
a marionette show, for the minia- 
ture figures which appear in the 
various characters of friends of 
Uncle Remus, as narrated by the 
late Joel Chandler Harris, are 
worked with strings. Many strings, 
for no less than nine are attached 
to the various parts of each ac- 
tor’s anatomy. 


Tony Sarg’s marionettes are 
among the best known in this 
country, for not only are they the 
production of a leadirg artist, but 
they have been touring the coun- 
try for the past 15 years. Sarg 
himself, having his road “com- 
pany” on a well organized basis, no 
longer travels with it, being too 
busy with his drawings, so the 
show here is being managed by 
David Pritchard, former stock com- 
pany actor, and now a confirmed 
puppeteer, by his own admission. 
He is accompanied by five other 
puppeteers who help him pull 
strings and talk like a rabbit or 
fox or bear ‘would talk if a rabbit 


or fox or bear could talk.

Sometimes the 
lower jaw is jointed, requiring an 
extra string and resulting in a 
more realistic talking marionétte. 


Of course the puppeteers are the 
ones who do the talking and sing- 
ing. They stand on the bridge, 
seven and one-half feet high, and 
lead the marionettes in from the 
sides, which are open. The. strings 
are not fastened to the fingers, as 
might be supposed, but to two 
wooden instruments. One is sole- 
ly for the leg strings, and is or- 
dinarily held with the left hand, 
walking the “actor” on stage by 
being rocked from side to side. As 
one side’ goes up, it lifts a leg at 
the knee, and the figure takes a 
step. Then the other side is tilted, 
and so on. ; 

The other attachment is some 
what more complicated; being in 
the form .of a “T,” with a leather 
strap across the:top, to slip over 
the hand and leave the fingers free. 
The remaining seven strings go to 
various parts of. the cross, which 
ig tilted and wiggled with the fin- 
gers to make the Yigurines move as 
wanted. 

_4s the puppeteers manipulate 
their marionettes, they need be 
quite agile to move around fast 
enough, avoid tangled strings and 
collisions—all five operators may 
be on the two bridges at the same 
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\ | : Marionettes at the Auditorium 
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had a time of it to keep the strings 
and themselves clear of each other. 
So Sarg worked out a simpler sys- 
tem of handling the figures, until 
his’ present system was evolved. 
Just this season the bridges, for- 
merly of different heights, were 
made at the same level, to save 
climbing ladders.

At first. Sarg made his own 
puppets, in his studio, but now they 
are made mostly by assistants 
under his directions. Sarg designs 
them, and makes elaborate blue 
prints. The creatures are very care- 
fully made, as true fo life as pos- 
sible, and as light and durable as 
possible. Animal heads are made 
af plastic wood covered with 
chamois skin; the bodies are usually 
of balsa wood, unless the figure is 
so small a heavier wood is desir- 
able. Joints are made by dove- 
tailing, wire loops, or ball sockets, 
whichever is most practical.

PUPPET road show is a marvel 
Ac compactness compared to
